L. D. Kingsland, chairman of the 
Joint Conrmittee on Free Bridge Bond 
Issue, In a letter mailed Monday, urges 
Mayor Weils to put aside personal prej- 
udice and sign the bond issue ordinance, 
providing an appropriation of $11,200,000 
for the construction of a free bridge. 

In his letter Mr. Kingsland referred to 
the communication sent Saturday to 
Mayor Wells in reference to the bill. He 
Says il was unauthorized by the joint 
co:;nmitree, 

Those responsible for the first com- 
munication, which is referred to by Mr. 
Kingsland as containing ‘‘childish sug- 
sestions,’- have, Mr. Kingsland = says, 
Wwitharawn from the committee. 

To a Post-Dispatch reperter Mayor 
Wells said: that he did not think he 
would send the bill back to the Council 
at its special meeting Monday afternoon. 
Asked if he would have his report read 
before the assembly adjourns Tuesday 
he said: 

‘I do not care to discuss that point.’’ 

He also refused to discuss what his 
probable acton on the bill would be. 

President Forman of the Council, who 
has-been in conference with the Mayor 
recently, said: 

“I believe Mayor Wells will sign the 
bill.’ . 

Speaker O’Brien of the Hodase of Dei- 
egates was asked if he thought the 
Mayor would veto the bill, and replied 
that he did not know. Asked if the 
House wouid pass the bill over a veto, 
Mr. O’Brien again answered that he did 
not Know, and added that tne ,Mayor 
might give some good rea:ons for ve- 
toing, i: he decided upon such a course, 
and those reasons might “‘nave great in- 
thuence’’ with the House.

Dowie, whe is known as “Elijah Il" 
and “First Apostle” of the church in 
Zion City. is in temporary exile in Mex- 
ico, whither he went partly to regain 
his shattered health and partly to car- 
ry forward one of his plantation 
schemes. 

His wife and his son, it. is claimed 
by the residents of the city, have as- 
sociated themselves with Voliva. 

The action deposing Dowie from 
active centrol of Zion City and its re- 
ligious and business affairs was taken 
at a meeting held yesterday in the Zion 
City Tabe rnacle. 

Voliva Saturday night received an $00- 
word telegram from Dowie, who is in 
Mexico, ordering Deacon Granger; who 
has charge of the Zion finances, removed 
and expelled from the church. Other 
prominent men in the church, deacons 
and elders, were ordered to leave Zion 
at ence. Voliva was told that his pow- 
ers and appointment were only tem- 
porary. | 

Mrs. Dowle Consents. 

A meeting of the overseers and direc- 
tors decided to cut loose from Dowle 
and conduct the church and finance for 
the best interest of. the people. Mrs. 
Dowie was called in and told of the ac- 
tion. She indorsed it and said it was 
for the best.

The three persons who were most se@- 
riously injured in the head-on collision 
of Iron Mountain passenger 
Annapolis, Mo., Sunday 
recover.

18 was waiting on the main track. ’ Ien- 
gineer Wearing, in charge of No. 3, 
applied the air brakes as he neared the 
siding, but they did not work, and his 
train crashed into the engine of No. 
18 at a speed of ten miles an hour. 

Both engines were badly wrecked, anda 
two coaches were damaged. Most of 
those hurt were on No. 8. The heavy 
sleepers divided the shock. with the 
lighter dining car at the rear of No. 3. 

As soon as news of the wreck was re- 
ceived, a relief train with four phy- 
sicilans was dispatched to Annapolis. 
Ambulances met No. 18 on its arrival 
in St. Louis.

It became known at the State House 
Jefferson -City Monday that Joseph 
P. Rice of St. Louis was the member 
of the Board of Railroad and Ware- 
house Commissioners whose expense 
account Gov. Folk declined Saturday to 
approve.

reason for withhold- 
ing his approval, as told in Saturday's 
Post-Dispatch, was his doubt whether 
Mr. Rice expended the sums stated in 
his account in attending a recent meet- 
ing of the board, held in St. Louis. The 
expense account included railroad fare 
from Jefferson City to St. Louis and re- 
turn, Whereas the Governor has been 
informed that Mr. Rice was in St. Louis 
all the time. 

Records of the Auditor's office, exam- 
ined Monday at the instance of Gov. 
Folk, show $108.75 paid for ‘railroad 
mileage’ and $47.70 in hotel bills to Mr. 
Rice on accoiint of hearings in St. Louis. 

The three State Railroad and Ware- 
house Commissioners are paid $3000 a 
year each, and are not required to live 
in Jeffersén City, as are other elected 
state officers with the exception of the 
Lieutenant-Governor. 

Mr. Rice’s expense account for the 
last meeting resembles others which the 
State has paid. The ‘‘mileage’’ is based 
on the fare charged from Jefferson City 
to St. Louis and return. 

The Governor's inquiry has brought 
the explanation that it has been the 
custom of the commissioners to base 
the mileage item in their expense ac- 
counts on the round trip rate from Jef- 
ferson City to the place of the hearing. 
Sometimes, it was stated, the State loses 
by this practice, as in the case of Mr. 
Rice, and sometimes, when the distance 
traversed is greater than that from Jef- 
ferson City would he, the State saved 
money. ; 

Gov. Folk is said not to have been 
favorably impressed by this argument. 
He believes that expense accounts ren- 
dered to the State should be accounts 
of expenses actually incurred. 

The mileage charged by Mr. Rice on 
account of the latest hearing is said to 
have been $7.50. The regular round-trip 
rate between St. Louis and Jefferson 
City is $6.70, not. including parlor-car 
ticket.

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THE MISSOURI IDEA. 

When the “confiscation” of the property of the 
Standard Oil Co. in Missouri is talked of as a pos- 
sible result of processes for bringing it into sub- 
jection to the law of the State, it will be well for 
the public to understand clearly in that connection 
just what the Missouri idea of protection for life 
and property is. 

Under the Missouri idea, the Government can 
never take from anyone property lawfully acquired 
and used for lawful purpose. 

It might confiscate the tools of a forger or coun- 
terfeiter, though he had lawfully acquired the mate- 
rial for making them. They are subject to confisca- 
tion only because used for an unlawful purpose. 

If for any reason the State should dissolve a cor- 
poration, every dollar of the property of the defunct 
corporation’s property, not manifestly in use for an 
unlawful purpose, would be administered for the 
heirs of the corporation—that is, for its former 
stockholders. The State would administer in the 
same way on the property of an interstate murderer 
after having executed him. It would turn over to 
his heirs every dollar of his property which belonged 
to lawful uses. 

The Missouri idea is to give full and equal pro- 
tection to all in all rights of life, of person and of 
property. It takes life at times to protect life. It 
takes property at times in compelling respect for 
law. When it does it is to protect—not to confis- 
cate.

In a letter signed “Progressive Citizen” the Post- 
Dispatch is taken to task for the editorial headed 
“Equalizing Taxation,” in which Assessor O’Brien 
was commended for increasing the assessment of 
high-priced downtown property which has hitherto 
been assessed far below its market value and pro- 
portionately far below the basis of assessment for 
home property, “Progressive Citizen” says that to in- 
crease the tax on this downtown property discourages 
progress and the building of fine structures which 
take the place of dilapidated shacks and ornament | 
the city. 

- The Post-Dispatch’s comment was directed to the 
inennnes of assessments on the ground and not to the 
taxation of buildings, but, of course, under our sys- 
tem the buildings must be taxed according to their 
value.

HE production of ‘‘Tannhauser’’ by the Savage English grand opera com- 
pany at the Olympic last night was satisfactory without attaining es- 
pecial distinction. The principals did not quite meet public expectation, 

but the orchestra and the chorus exceeded it, so that, as a whole, the Wag- 
ner story of the minstrel knight who fell so disastrously undef the spell of 
Venus was adequately told. 


Perhaps the most pleasing work of the evening, on the part of those, promi- 
nent in the cast, was done by Mr. Harrison Bennett in the role of Herman 
the Landgrave, his basso voice being heard to fine advantage and his impos- 
ing stage presence naturally counting to increase the impressiveness of his por- 
trayal of a part of much dignity. Barring a little awkwardness of gesture 
which sometimes approaches the point of stiffness, Mr. Bennett is admirably 
fitted for stage figures of this character and gives evidence of an earnestness 
.of effort which commenas him to his audiences. 

Mr. Francis Maclennan as Tannhauser did not quite succeed in looking the 
part, but sang the score with considerable effectiveness and was especially 
satisfying in the fervor of spirit which he put into his work in the critical min- 
nesinger scene where the minstrel knights sing of love for the prize of the 
hand of Elizabeth. His voice is clear and, for the most part, true, and was 
_well handled throughout. 
| The trying role of Elizabeth, taken last night by Miss Gertrude Rennyson, 
has been done better in St. Louis, and Miss Rennyson herself has been heard 
to the greater satisfaction of her audiences, her voice seeming now to lack 

. something of the magnetic quality which attached to it in the past. In her 
acting Miss Rennyson is just a trifle too self-conscious and impairs the effect 
of scenes that call for utter simplicity and abandonment to the emotions of 
the moment. She was, however, genuinely pleasing in the great duo with 
Tannhauser in the second act and made a hit with her audience which pro- 
‘yoked the most s'*«°re applause of the evening. Miss Claude Albright was 
equal to the role of -:nus, which places a comparatively slight responsibility 
upon its representative. 

Mr. Winfred Goff's treatment of the important part of Wolfram was 
‘ characterized by a keen appreciation of its dramatic demands. He acted well, 
and with a directness of purpose, based upon a clear understanding of the 
requirements of the moment, that did Much to make his work a commendable 
feature of the performance. Some disappointment was expressed concerning 
the quality of his voice, and it is undoubtedly true that Mr. Goff has sung 
_more pleasingly to St. Louis audiences than was the case last night, but he 

uproved toward the close of the evening and was reasonably successful in

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AN ANCIENT PLAY 


What the Old Sculptors 


Learned at the Theater. 





NE of the most interesting things 
O in the Post-Dispatch collection 
of sculptures. for the public 
schools is the tablet copied from a mar- 
ble carving in the Museum of~ Naples, 
showing actors on ‘the stage in the 
masks and dress they wore in the ages 
when the great sculptors of ancient 
times were doing their best work. 

When the eruptions of Mount Vesu- 
vius covered Pompeii and Herculaneum 
at the foot of the mountain those cities 
were the homes of many W. ‘thy peo- 
ple, both Roman and Greek. ‘Ine ashes 
made their homes treasure houses for 
our times of everything which belonged 
to the life of the ancient world. The 
Museum at Naples, which has more of 
them than any other in Europe, does a 
great deal to make clear the old way 
of thinking. 

Whether their plays were full of mirth 
or of sorr@w, they put masks over the 
faces of their actors. This shows how 
for hundreds of years arter they could 
do the finest work in some ways that 
has ever been done at.all, they were 
still acting under.the force of habits 
which had been the ‘habits of their fa- 
thers in times almost as rude in their 
life as the life of our American In- 
dians. When they worshiped their gods 
then it was with dances such as our 
Indians in Alaska still have, and they 
covered their faces with such masks as 
Indians in Alaska still use in their re- 
ligious dances. The Greek and Roman 
plays with mirth in them came out of 
the worship of-the god of wine. The 
serious plays belonged to the worship 
of the higher gods, but the art on 
their stage, like the art in their statues, 
belonged first to religion. It was an at- 
tempt to find out and show to the eye 
in some form what the eye cannot see 
of a life those old Greeks always felt 
must be higher than what they feel and 
see in their own lives. Though their 
plays of mirth were 80 full of coarse 
jests that the masked actor, who used 
them on the stage, often against living 
people, might not have been safe after- 
the streets if his face had

It was by hearing such plays that the 
sculptors of Athens came to have great 
We can see for vourseives 
nothing better now in 
carving marble than Phidias did so 
many centuries ago. We can make ma- 
chinery they could not even think of 
then, though while masks were still 
worn in their plays, they did begin to 
think out the steam engine. But when 
we see their sculpture at its best, we 
see that in one age of the world when 
we might think men were rude because 
they lived so long 48°, they had the 
highest thought in many things. We 

see in their statues what we feel in their 
greatest plays. It cannot easily be ex- 
plained how this is true, but it is true 
that to see a statute by Phidias is 
to know in that way the great poems 
which were acted and sung on the stage 
in that time. They thought the high- 
est thing they could do through words 
and music on the stage or through mar- 
ble was to find out and show the di- 
yine mind they believed must be in all 


thoughts.

things. Though their life had the worst 
faults in it, this made them great in 
their work in marble and in poetry, as 
it must always make a people great 
which tries to do it. 

Another thing which made {fir plays 
great when they were poems of the 
ways of the great gods, was what they 
would not try to~show. They would 
never show anything very shocking on 
the stage. They would not have mur- 
ders shown in front, but if they were 
in the play they would be done behind 
the scene and told of in front. One of 
their great painters who had to paint 
a picture of a father with grief in his 
face for his own act in killing a daugh- 
ter he loved, would not try to paint the 
face at all, but made the father cover 
it with his robe. We are only beginning 
now to learn how great it may be in 
art and life to use this role as they 
learned and used it.

ST. .§ PETERSBURG, April 
election of workmen on the suburbs of 
St, Petersburg proper were held yester- 
day preceding the elections to the Mu- 
nicipal Convéntion here which will in 
turn elect six members to the lower 
House of Parliarnent. 

The balloting of the workmen, howev- 
er, was almost a complete farce as were 
the elections a fortnight ago in the larg- 
er factories outside the city. The lat- 
ter’s representatives will participate i 
the provincial convention and the form- 
er take par: in the St. Petersburg 
?municipal convention. 

Out of 67 establishments the workmen 
of 29 boycotted the elections, and of the 
remainder only a minority voted, and 
of those elected, about one-half were 
constitutional democrats and the other 
haif conseryatives or ‘‘black hundred,’ 
as they are now popularly termed. 

One man elected is now in prison and 
another declined to accept election for 
fear it would subject him:«to persecution. 

M. Oushakoff, one of the delegates 
chosen, is superintendent of the state 
printing office and chief of the ‘‘Inde- 
pendent’? workmen's party which, like 
the famous Zubatoff organization is con- 
sidered to be a creature of the ministry 
of the interior. 

The delegates of the workmen outside 
the city who had previously been elect- 
ed simply went through the form of 
selecting candidates for the provincial 
convention. A number of them had 
been arrested since the elections and 
only 72 appeared at the meeting. They 
chose four progressives and four con- 
servatives.

NEW YORK, April 2.—Arrangements 
are being perfected here and in’ Paris 
and London for a revolution in Vene- 





zuela which will annihilate Castro and 
open up the counfry to American cap- 
ital and enterprise. 

A number of rich New ‘York mer- 
chants are said to be in the movement 
which, the prometers say, will involve 
the employment of 15,000 soldiers and 
the expenditure of $5,000,000 in the cam- 
paign. President Castro, if the plans 
do not go astray, is to be either ex- 
pelled or destroyed, and a native Vene- 
zuelan statesman is to be installed as 
his successor. 

In this connection, it Is ‘said 
Castro, anticipating a successful revo- 
lution against him sooner or later, has 
converted some of his alleged $40,000.- 
000 fortune into cash and has sent it to 
America and Franee. It is said there 
is nearlw $3,000,000 in New York banks 
and $2,500,000 Paris deposited to his 
personal credit.

rounds of cartridges, 5000 shells, eight 
rapid-fire guns, 8000 cotton shirts, 8000 
army belts, 1000 officers’ swords, 1000 of- 
ficers revolvers. 3000 machetes and 
swords and medicine, coal. supplies, etc., 
to cost not less than $20.000, 


it is said. is being financed by a syndi- 
cate known only under the title ‘“‘A. 
with a capital of $760,000. According to 
the terms of the alleged contract, the 
vanijies thus associated here under the 
name “A”’ are to receive from a Vene- 
zuelan svndicate known as ‘‘B’’ a bonus 
of $1,500,000, The bonus is to be guaran- 
teed by the Venezuelan customs duty 
and salt monopoly. This guarantee, of 
course. is contingent for its fulfillment 
on the overthrow of Castro. 

The contract provides for the payment 
of the bonus, plus the loan of the New 
York svndicate—or $2,250,000 in all—in 
quarterly installments, within the first 
vear after Castro's administration 
ends, 

It is stated in the contract that ‘‘fa- 
cilities for disembarking. the expedition 
are very favorable, as the coast of Vene- 
zuela is unguarded and topographical 
conditions lend themselves to safe land- 
ing.’ 


American Volunteers. 


The men who are seeking to promote 
the next revolution say they have $5,000, - 
000 at their command and are now gnly 
waiting for a favorable opportunity to 


dispatch the ships from the other ‘side. 
Of the 5000 volunteers, it is said 2000 have 
been raised in America and the rest in 
England. It is declared that 10,000 sol- 
diers are to be raised in Venezuela, a 
large number of whom are now ‘‘se- 
cret malconténts’”’ in Castro’s army. The 
others will be Venezuelarf volunteers, 
men not now under arms. 

As an excuse for their attempt to over- 
throw Castro, the revolutionists at the 
head of the present movement say there 
can be no progress or development in 
Venezuela until Castro is kidnaped, ex- 
iled or destroyed. 

With Castro out of the way, the revo- 
lutionists say, money would flow into 
the country and it would soon be the 
most prosperous in South America. The 
present affair has, they further allege, 
the Sympathy of the Government of- 
ficials at Washington. 

The promoters say they have little 
hope of kidnaping Castro, as he is al- 
Ways attended by a body guard and 
keeps a force of spies constantly em- 
ployed. What they intend to do, they 
say, {is to put tin the fleld against him 
a well-equipped force of sufficient size 
to overthrow his army and his Govern- 
ment.
